In place of the €x- 
tradition proceedings, United States 
Dist.-Atty. Lawier will file a com- 
plaint today charging the four “reds” 
with violation of the neutrality laws, 
He will ask the court to give an order 
of removal to the jurisdiction of the 
United States District Court im Ari- 
zona. 

The stated reason for this proced- 
ure is that the Mexican government 
has been advised of the prior proceed- 
ings against the four supposed Mex- 
jean revolutionists in Arizona for the 
violation of the Federal laws, and 
therefore has withdrawn the applica- 
tion for extradition. The data neces- 
sary to secure arm order of removal 
to the Arizona jurisdiction is expected 
within a few days. 

Latef, the Mexican government may 
take further steps to have the de- 
fendants removed to the jurisdiction of 
ite own courts. Advices from the 
Federal officiais in Arizona are to the 
effect that a strong case can be made 
out against Villareal, Magon, Rivera 
and De Lara. It is said they were 
working in conjunction with the rev- 
olutionists junta in St. Louis to equip 
an armed expedttion into Mexico.

Breaking of Neutrality Laws ~ 
Charged Against Them—Mexico 
Recalls Extradition Demand, but 
United States Is Not Through With 
the Bloodthirsty Gang. 


Instructions from the Mexican gov- 
ernment yesterday countermand the 
request for the extradition of Villa- 
real, Magon, Rivera and De Lara, the — 
four rabid revolutionists. Custody 
of the men may be asked later by 
Mexico, however. In place of the @x- 
tradition proceedings, United States 
Dist.-Atty. Lawler will file a com- 
plaint today charging the four “reds” 
with violation of the neutrality laws. 
He will ask the court to give an order 
of removal to the jurisdiction of the 
United States District Court in Ari- 
zona. 

The stated reason for this proced- 
ure is that the Mexican government 
has been advised of the prior proceed- 
ings against the four supposed Mex- 
ican revolutionists in Arizona for the 
violation of the Federal laws, and 
therefore has withdrawn the applica- 
tion for extradition. The data neces- 
sary to secure am order of removal 
to the Arizona jurisdiction is expected 
within a few days. 

Latef, the Mexican government may 
take further steps to have the de- 
fendants removed to the jurisdiction of 
its own courts. Advices from the 
Federal officials in Arizona are to the 
effect that a strong case can be made 
out against Villareal, Magon, Rivera 
and De Lara. It is said they 
working in conjunction with the rev- 
olutionists junta in St. Louis to equip 
an armed expedition into Mexico. 

INCENDIARY LITERATURE. 

Incendiary documents of the most 
lurid description were sent out from 
various points in Arizona. One of the 
conspirators is now serving a@ sen- 
tence in the Yuma penitentiary for a 
violation of the neutrality laws, and 
he is said to have furnished incrimi- — 
nating evidence against other mem- 
bers of the band, among them, the 
men now in the Los Angeles County 
Jail. 

Word had gone forth that the four 
revolutionists would be released yes- 
terday afternoon, and a group of So- 
cialist sympathizers gathered in the 
corridors leading to the Federal offices. 
Job Harriman, one of the attorneys 
for the accused Mexicans, was pre- 
pared to demand the release of his 
clients on bail, but the matter went 
over until today. He stated that he 
would much prefer that the defend- 
ants be taken to Arizona rather than 
to Mexico. Inadvertently,* he ad- 
mitted knowledge of his clients’ prob- 
able participation in an armed dem- 
onstration at the Mexican border some 
time ago. 

“I was prepared to make a contest 
over the extradition to Mexico,” he 
said, to one of the officers, “but the 
order to remove them to Arizona is 
another matter. Suppose the ‘men did 
violate the neutrality laws! That is a 
very simple matter, punishable with 
only a few years’ imprisonment.” 

FEAR MEXICAN LAW. 

The Federal officers say the im- 
prisoned agitators were thoroughly 
frightened over the prospect of being 
turned over to the Mexican authori- 
ties, and will gladly welcome removal 
to Arizona. Their attorneys had pre- 
pared an elaborate defense in the ex- 
tradition proceedings, and a number 
of witnesses were summoned for the 
hearing before United States Commis- 
sioner Van Dyke. It is understood 
that the defendants planned to prove 
an alibi in answer to the complaints 
drawn up by the Mexican authorities, 
which accused the four men of certain

AQUEDUCT ENGINEER BOASTS OF 
PULL; LOSES JOB. 


Assistant Chief Reports That Pro- 
bationary Engineer Got Lost in the 
Mountains Near Camp on Second 
Day Out—Board Starts Search for 
Peterson's “Pull.” 


The Civil Service Commission spent 
& strenuous afternoon yesterday at- 
tempting to harmonize civil service dis- 
cords in the engineering department of 
the Los Angeles Aqueduct. Civil Serv- 
fice is not a very effective weapon at 
long range and it is not easy for the 
engineers to keep the work moving 
Without vexatious delays, and, at the 
same time, to observe the finer distinc- 
tions of civil service etiquette.

A committee of physicians, represent- 
ing the “Los Angeles County Medical 
Association, called on Acting Mayor 
Pease yesterday morning to enlist him 
in the crusade for a general fal] house 
and street cleaning on the part of 
Madame Los Angeles. The physicians 
think we should begin to clean up at 
once and that we should continue at 
it for at least sixty days, working un- 
der the direction of nine physicians se- 
lected by the committee and paid for 
by the city. 

The plan of the Woctors includes 
districting the city according to ward 
line and employing a physician at a 
salary of $150 a month to superintend 
the cleaning. Each physician shall be 
assisted by two inspectors, who shall 
receive $100 a month. Under these 
inspectors, in each of the nine wards, 
there shall be ten laborers at $2 a day 
and thirteen scavangers at $1 a day. 
Then there shall be fifty men with 
teams at $4 a day.

NHINK “GHOST” 
LAID AT LAST. 


LONE, LORN CHINAMAN LOCKED 
IN COUNTY JAIL. 
— 


S.P.C.A. Officers Have Strenuous 
Day With Many Complaints, but 
Cannot Catch Offenders in This 
City—-Leo Yon Caught in Monte- 
bello Wanted a Long Time. 


After a strenuous day by the com- 
bined officers of the S.P.C.A., one flerce- 
looking Chinaman, Loo Yon, was ar- 
rested by Deputy Frank D. Mitchell 
at Montebello and lodged in the County 
Jail yesterday afternoon, on the 
charge of cruelty to a horse. He will 
be arraigned before Justice Pierce in 
the Township Court this morning. 

Superintendent Zimmer of the society 
exclaimed when he heard of the arrest 
of Loo Yon: “So the ghost is laid at 
last,” and was properly jubilant over 
such a process. 

According to the records of the so- 
ciety this ghostly Chinaman has been 
wanted for a ling time, but could 
never be found when hunted for. He 
drove a team to a vegetable wagon, 
and has a truck farm out near El 
Monte. The society has received many 
complaints about a Chinaman driving 
a horse unfit for work. 

When arrested yesterday Loo had 
the horse hitched to a heavy load. The 
animal's lower lip was rotted away 
from the effect of barley beards, and 
the beast was in a weak and emaciated 
condition, being almost unable to eat. 
The horse is now in the care of Veter- 
inary Whittlesey, at No. 714 East Sev- 


enth street. 

But although this arrest of the 
Chinaman was the only one made, 
scores of complaints of cruelty poured 
into the offices of the S&.P.C.A., and 
Superintendent Zimmer and his depu- 
ties were kept on the jump from one 
end of the city to another all day. 

Most of the complaints came from 
the hill district, and were due to the 
efforts of drivers to force their teams 
to drag heavy loads up the slippery 
mud-coated grades. In many cases, 
with sand-wagon 
drivers, reports were that the 
animals were beaten with whips, clubs 
and shovels, and in some instances 
even knocked down. 

In all cases inves the deputies 
arrived too late to secure evidence or 
catch the horse-beaters in the act. 

“The trouble is that drivers try to 
haul as heavy loads through the sticky 
adobe mud as in dry weather, and lose 
patience when the horses fail to do 
the work demanded of them,” said Mr. 
Zimmer.

AFEGUARDING 
PASSENGERS. 


PLANS ADVANCED TO PREVENT 
CROSSING ACCIDENTS. 


. Special Council Committee Meets 
‘Suburban improvement Associa- 
tions and Discusses Ways and 
Means of Minimizing Railway 
Crossing Dangers. 


Further steps were taken yesterday 
to safeguard the lives and limbs of 
passengers uting the city trolley lines 
extending through the First and Ninth 
Wards, and the suburban lines reach- 
ing to Pasadena, Monsovia, Sierra 
Madre, San Gabrie] and Gpvina. 
A conference was _ between a 


City Council, a committee representing 
the New York Valley, Garvanza, High- 
land Park, Ninth Ward, King’s High- 
way and Dayton Heights Improvement 
Associations. 


associations united in a petition to the 
Council, proposing that the Council in- 
sist upon a biock-signal system to 
cover the main dangerous crossings of 
steam rajiroad tracks. As an outcome, 
the Council Gommittee was appointed. 
A compromise proposition made yes- 
terday was that the Council adopt an 
ordinance compelling the electric lines 
to station permanent flagmen at each 
of such crossings. 
Representatives of the improvement 


make thetr demands an expensive bur- 
den to the trolley companies, as it was 
shown that the installation of block 
signal system would cost at  ilieast 
$100,000. For the present, they said per- 
manent flagmen at each crossing from 
6 a.m. till midnight would suffice. They 
claim that, as the cars are often heav- 
ily laden, the conductor should be 
relieved from the duties of flagging 
cars over crossings: that flagmen at 
these points with no other duty to per- 
form would minimize the danger. The 
Council committee agreed to confer 
with the trolley companies, and to use 
their efforts to secure the desired 
changes. 
The improvément association ask for 
the placing of guard rails on the tracks 
of the Macy-street hill, generally 
known as “Death's Dip.” on which 4 
fatal accident occurred several months 
ago: similar safeguards on the Pasa- 
dena-avenue hill ascending to Avenue 
50: on the viaduct over the Southern 
Pacific tracks at Daly street and Al- 
hambra avenue, and on the bridges 
across the Los Angeles River at Macy 
street, Avenue 20 East Main 
street. = 
They also demand permanent flag- 
men at Pasadena avenue and Avenue 
61, where the electric tracks cross those 
of the Santa Fé: at the Salt Lake 
crossing of Pasadena avenue, near 
Avenue 36: at the Santa Fé and Salt 
Lake crossings on Avenue 26; at the 
Southern Pacific crossing of Mission 
road, near Eastlake Park: at the Salt 
Lake and Santa Fé crossings of East 
Main street, at the Los Angeles River: 
at the Southern Pacific crossing of 
East Main street, on Redondo avenue; 
at Naud Junction, and at the railroad 
crossings of Macy and Alameda streets.

CARING PRICES FOR GOODS. 

A loca) class weekly, in speaking 
of market conditions in this city, 
makes the statement that for the cur- 
rent week there were forty-three ad- 
vances quoted in the list of food- 
stuffs. These advances “include 
nearly all of the staples—fiour, sugar, 
beans, canned fruits, dried fruits, 
chocolate, sardines.” 

The grocery paper further states 
that six months ago the grocery 
trade in this portion of the State 
looked with amazement on the steady 
advance in prices and concluded that 
“the top had about been reached.” 
How far this conclusion was astray

URE SIGN OF PROSPERITY. 


The California State Board of 


Trade has been engaged in collecting 
statistics concerning the farm prod- 
ucts of California and the marketing 
of them. Among the crops taken up 
are grapes. The Board of Trade 
states that “the season’s shipment of 
table grapes will approximate 3000 
earloads. Fresno is now sending off 
twelve cars of twelve tons each per 
day, from 30,000 acres of vines 
in the n Joaquin Valley will this 
year ship 1000 carloads as against 500 
carloads last year.” 

All districts of the State are doing 
as weil as Fresno county. Southern 
California shipments will exceed 
those of last year by 50 per cent. and 
all former years by 25 per cent. It 
is estimated that Los Angeles county 
will produce 350,000 tons of grapes 
this year “superior in quality and 
size to any ever before produced 
there,” says this report of the State 
Board. Much of this tonnage is wine 
grapes, but the total grape crop of

ROBLEMS OF . 
POSTAL BANKS. 


FOR GOVERN- 
MENT TO PAY INTEREST. 

- Savings Banks Patronage in the 

United States Does Not Equal That 

of Some of the European Countries. 

Government Officials Are Studying 

the Problems Presented. 


Although financial experts of the 
government have been unable to figure 
out any scheme by which Uncle Sam 
could afford to pay interest on depos- 
ite made in postal savings banks, gen- 
eral arguments in behalf of the #ys- 
tem are so strong they are receiving 
respectful attention at the Postoffice 
Department and probably will result in 
an official recommendation by the 
Postmaster-General, says the Wash- 
ington corespondent of the Chicago 
Tribune. 

The United States has lots of people 
‘who have acquired a saving habit to 
@ certain extent. There is every reason 
to believe, however, although our de- 
posits tn savings banks run well up 
into billions, there is now in reserve 
@s the result of continued prosperity 
@ sum far greater than that already 
deposited. For long years the United 
States was distinctively an undeveloped 
It is only within the last 
generation that the central west has 
passed beyond the period when it was 
hecessary to draw upon the Fast and 
Europe for the development of its re- 
scurces. 

WEST GETTING A SURPLUS. 

The Far West is only just now in a 
position where it is beginning to ac- 
cumulate a surplus. Ten years ago 
farms in the Mississippi Valicy were 
covered deeply with mortgages and the 
working classes in the cities were just 
going to iabor after a disastrous pe- 
riod of enforced idieness. Since then 
the people have hardly had time to get 
into the habit of saving, although now 
prosperity has continued long enough 
to pay off mortgages and to produce a 
surplus. 

Treasury experts and those in Con- 
gress who are studying the postal 
savings bank problem say

gressive methods, have as yet only 
reached a: smaiil percentage of the ac- | 
tual savings of our people as a result | 
of the last ten years of good crop s| 
and high prices for labor.

individual deposits last year amounted 
to §3,482,137,198. This is about equa! to 
the aggregate deposits of Great Brit- 
ain and Germany combined, and from 
that point of view it would appear that 
the United States was learning how to 
save its money. 
SAVINGS CLASS IS SMALL. 

When one studies the savings de- 
posits of the United States in their re- 
jation to the total population a differ- 
ent story ts told. It appears that wita 
us the savings class is a emali one and 
the amount to the credit of each de- 
pesitor averages a cood deal more than 
it Goes across the water. The average 
deposit in Europe to the total popu- 
much greater than 
it is im the United States, which goes 
to show tnat there must be here enor- 
mous reserve surplus earnings whicn 
have not yet reached the savings banks 
which may never reach them. 
That this untouched surplus would be 
poured into the government treasury 
through the posta] savings bank there 
is littie doubt, because the guarantee 
of the government would be back of

was approximately $434. This @mount 
was contributed 027,192 individuals. 
In Germany, in he last year for 
which a report ee to be avail- 
able, the depositors numbered 16,002,- 
08s. The number was double that in 
the United States, but the average for 
each depositor was only $156. In each 
case the average of deposits for the 
total population was about the same, 
it being $41 in the United States and 
$40 in Germany. 

GERMANS STRONG ON SAVINGS. 

It is evident, however, that the per- 
centage in Germany of the number of 
people dealing with savings banks is 
far greater than in the United States, 
per capita deposits being Increased by 
the smaliness of each individual 
amount. The United States is as pros- 
perous as Germany, and it ough to 
have at least as many depositors with 
far greater average deposits. The 
amount now on deposit in our savings 
banks could be doubled or quadrupled 
without exciting much astonishment on 
the part of those who have been study- 
ing the situation. 

In some of the smaller countries of 
Europe the habit of saving has been 
acquired to such an extent as to pre- 
sent figures which put the United 
States to shame. is the ban- 
ner State on the continent in this re- 
gard. Its savings bank returns show an 
average of about $157 to each deposi- 
tor. This is larger than in Germany, 
more than twice as large as in France, 
and a great deal larger than in Great 
Britatn. 

It is tm the per capita deposits of the 
savings banks, however, that the small 
European cofintries chiefly excel. In 
Denmark, for instance, tn 1903 the sav- 
ings banks held in their vaults or un- 
der investment funds which aggregated 
$78 for every man, woman, and chiid 
in the country. This is approximately 
twice as large as the per capita sav- 
ings of the United States. In Switzer- 
land the average is $148 for each de- 
positor, and $62 for each inhabitant in 
the whole country. 

BONDS NOT FOR SMALL SAVER. 

It is, of course, true that in Great 
Britain as well as in continental coun- 
tries, and particularly in*France, there 
is an opportunity to take up public 
securities as a popular investment. 
Here in the United States the govern- 
ment bonds are used as @ basis for 
circulation of national banks. For this 
purpose they command such @ premium 
that the average saver cannot afford 
to hold them even if they were issued 
in attractive low denominations. | 

-For this reason friends of the postal 
banks are urging upon Congress that 
the government ought to step in and 
furnish the people a sure system of in- 
vesting their surplus. 

These friends of the postal savings 
bank scheme, including probably Post- 
master General Meyer himseif, beiteve 
that the effect of the bank failures in 
1893 and that later on has never been 
éradicated and that there is an enor- 
mous arhount of capita’ iying absolute- 
ly idle because poor and ignorant peo- 
ple prefer to deprive themselves of in- 
terest rather than risk their savings 
in the hands of men who may some 
time default In payment.

TO BANKERS. 
Notes That Are Very Rare Because 
of Having Gone Out of Circulation. 
Some of the Interest-Bearing Notes 
Put Out During the War of the 
Rebellion.

“In the vaults of a bank at Roches- 
ter, Ind., there had lain for a number 
of years a package of $5 national 
bank notes just as it had come from 
the Treasury Department. These bills 
all bore the name of the bank and 
were of the first issue of national! bank 
notes. It will be remembered that 
the issue of 1865 showed a fine en- 
graving of ahistorical character on the 
verse of each denomination, the 85 bills 
bearing on the back a representation 
of the landing of Columbus, on the 
obverse being an Englishman present- 
ing an Indian maiden to three women, 
emblematic of Europe, Asia and 
Africa. 

“A good many of these new bills 
were paid out, and not long after- 
ward telegrams, ietters and even 
personal calls began to pour in to the 
bank warning the officials to be on 
their guard—that the most clever and 
absolutely undetectable counterfeit of 
their notes was out, and the only way 
the fact had been discovered was ow- 
Ing to the difference between this and 
the present designs of national bank 
notes. The incident went to show 
how little the average business man ir 
acquainted with paper money; for if 
there was one note that a counterfeiter 
could not duplicate with success, it 
was the fresh, flat. national bank note 
of the series mentioned. 

“The cashier of the benk, curious to 
see for himself whether bank employés 
really were suspicious of the notes, 
took a trip to Chicago and made sev- 
eral attempts to pass the unfamiliar 
bille across the counters of some of

Guct a broom-corn farm.

lafgze sheds, as it is to construct sim- 
ilar in tobacco States to ory 


the tobacco crop. fe addition, peculiar 
thrashing outfits must be purchased. 

The crop is cultivated much the same 
as Indian corn, except that it develops 
much faster. It is planted in June, 
after the Indian crop is in, and har- 
vested in September, a month anean 
of the ear corn. In fact, it is a ninet 
day crop. The fields in Illinois usual y 
range from 10 to 100 acres in extent 
and present a very attractive appear- 
ance. In harvesting the beautiful 
plume of the broom-corn stalk is cut 
off within a few inches of where the 
fiber or straw * the stalk is 
broken down and plowed under the 
soil, after stock has been turned in to 
feed on the fodder, which is about the 
same as that of Indian corn. 

The thrashing process consists of 
running these brushes through a ma- 
chine that crushes off the seed. After 
the thrashed brush is seasoned in the 
sheds, it is packed into bales, weighing 
about 300 pounds, and shipped to the 
factories. Because of the necessity for 
harvesting the corn when it is ripe. 
there is an urgent demand for help, 
and the “broom corn es,’ as the 
harvest hands are known, are indis- 
pensable. 

These men are usually tourists and 
of erratic habits and disposition. They 
are difficult to control, and their em- 
ployment is the most annoying fea- 
ture of raising the crop. They have 
been demanding more pay each year,

It is hoped that even- 
tually the harvesting will all be done 
by machinery and thus render the 
farmer independent of undesirable 
help. The man who can invent a 
broom-corn harvesting machine that 
will do the work satisfactorily will 
have a fine chance to make a fortune. 

Broom corn is judged as to its quali- 
ty by its color, length and fiber. he 
brush must be long, soft and flexible 
to make brooms that will wear well. 
A good judge of brush will estimate 
its value by its color. An off color re- 
duces the value $10 to $15 per ton. 
When the growing crop shows the de- 
sired tint it must he cut quickly or 
the loss is heavy. This necessity for 
haste places the farmer tn the power 
of the “canary” and impertiis his prof- 
its. The cutters know exactly when 
corn must be cut to save it, and this 
is the opportunity they take to demand 
a raise in pay. There is almost no 
limit to tae demands and the wers 
will hafl the day when machinery will 
make them independent of the graap- 
ing. shiftiess and featherless ‘‘can- 
ary.”

The Bicycle Wheel in Astronomy. 
At one of the government observa- 
tories an interesting use has been 
found for the bicycle wheel. By fitting 
such a wheel with a series of opaque 
screens placed at regular intervals and 
then rotating it, with the aid of a 
small motor, at the rate of from 30 to 
50 turns in a minute in front of the 
cameras used to photograph meteors, 
the experimenters have succeeded in 
mearuring the velocity of a meteor's 
flight. The principle depends upon the 
interruptions produced by the screens 
in the trails of light made on the photo- 
graphic plates by the flying meteors. 
The velocity of the wheel is known at 
every instant by means of a chrono- 
graphic record, and the length of the 
interruptions indicates the speed of the 
meteors.

A BANKRUPTING INFLUENCE. 


XPENSE OF 
PAUPERISM. 


TOO GREAT A DRAIN ON RE- 
SOURCES OF NATION. 


Prof. Bushnell Gives Some Start- 
ling Figures About Pauperism, the 
Enormous Number of Accidents 
and the Increase in Vice and Crime 
in This Country. 


{Chicago Tribune:] When Prof. Chas. 
J. Bushnell of Washington made his 
recent statement that the American 
public was on the verge of bankruptcy 
because it expended $6,000,000,000 on 
the criminal, pauper and vicious class- 
es, while the annual increase in wealth 
aggregated only $5,000,000,(00, he called 
down upon his head a storm of ad- 
verse criticism. But Prof. Bushnell is 


attack on what he calls the social! ills 
of the country through adverse crit- 
iciem, and reiterates the accuracy of 
his figures and the logic of his conclu- 
sions- 


arouse ineredulity in the minds of 
those who do not realize that the pub- 
lic is in ignorance of the spread of 
the unfortunate concealment of facts 
vital to the welfare and happiness 
of the whole people. Ten millions of 
our people, one-eighth the population, 
now are constantly in such poverty 
that they are unable to maintain them- 
selves in physica! efficiency, and 4,000,- 
000 of them are public paupers. In 1899 
—one of our prosperous years—18 per 
cent., or nearly one-fifth of all the 
people of New York State, had to ap- 
ply for charitable relief; in 1903, 14 
per cent. of all families in Manhattan 
were evicted; every year about 10 per 
cent. of all who, die have a pauper’s 
burial. 

“The average wage of unskilled work- 
men throughout the country is less 
than the scientific minimum necessary 
for maintaining the average working- 
man’s family in physical efficiency. The 
last three of the United States censuses 
show that the insane in this country 
increased proportionately faster than 
the population. 

MORE THAN 5,000,000 DEPENDENTS. 
“We now have in the United States 
in continuous charitable care probably 
5,000,000 abnormal dependents, in¢lud- 
ing paupers, insane, blind, deaf, dumb, 
indigent, and discouraged, representing 
a dead loss to the nation every year 
equal to the total wealth we have in- 
vested in all the colleges, universities | 
and technological schools of the whole 
country. 

“One large source of this abnormal! 
dependence is our vast aggregate of 
unnecessary industrial accidents. Few 
people begin to realize our annual na- 
tional loss from this source. At a con- 
servative figure, 1,000,000 workers in 
the United States every year are killed

NO ABSTEMIOUS PRESIDENT. 


All Have Used Alcoholic Drinks When 
They Have Needed a 
Stimulant. 


The row that has been kicked up 
over the action of Vice-President Fair- 
banks in serving cocktails at the din- 
ner in Indianapolis which President 
Roosevelt attended has called attention 
to the fact that no President in the 
memory of the “oldest inhabitants’ of 
Washington has been a total abstainer. 
Every one of them drank when he 
thought he needed a stimulant, and 
sometimes when he did not. It is a 
historical fact that Mrs. Hayes, wife 
of President Hayes, would not allow 
wine to be served in the White House. 
and the temperance people testified 
their approval of her course by pre- 
senting a sideboard to the executive 
mansion. 

President Cleveland never made any 
secret of his willingness to take a 
drink, and when he went on shooting 
trips with Rear-Admiral Robley D. 
Evans and some other cronies the bot- 
tle was carried along with other am- 
munition. President Harrison occa- 
sionally looked upon the wine when It 
was red, though temperately, and prob- 
ably always with an apprehension that 
Mrs. Harrison would catch him if he 
didn't watch out. When President Mc- 
Kinley was at Atlanta, Ga. he re- 
viewed about 14,000 troops, standing in 
a drizzling rain to do so. He was cold 
and chilled when the review was fin- 
ished, and went at once to a room 
where the committee was awalting 
him with champagne. The President 
declined the wine. 

“Have you any whisky?” he asked. 
The committee hustled round and got 
some fine old rye. The President took 
the bottle and poured out three stiff 
fingers, which he drank without wink- 
ing. 

President Roosevelt occasionally 
takes a glass of wine, but always in 
moderation, in spite of absurd reports 
current in Wall street that he drinks 
to excess. It seems the frony of fate 
that Fairbanks, who does not like in- 
toxicants in any form, and who does 
| not even stoke, should be made the
